The delegates 
who had come to the meetings of the Council 
had done their work well. He believed that 
the Council had played a very important part 
in the development of local administration, 
and in its earlier stages had filled the place 
of the only Parliament Ireland then had. It 
played a very important part in expressing 
the opinion of the Irish people on many 
national matters and applied itse'f to the 
solution of problems in conneation with local 
administration which now appeared compara- 
tively simple. He knew that the Minister for 
Local Government and the Department were 
anxious at all times to know what that Council 
was thinking. 

The administrators of local services had 
many difficulties to face and complexities to 
overcome. Their position as public repre- 
sentatives in dealing with matters of local 
administration was more than helpful to the 
Ministry, which must, more or less, theorise. 
Their experiences put together and expressed 
must be of great help to the Ministry, which 
on its part was most desirous to help them. 
He appealed to the County Councils to send 
representatives to the meetings of the General 
Council as often as possible. He asked 
Councils which were dissatisfied with their 
deliberations in the past to come there and 
raise their deliberations to a higher level and 
indicate the things that should be done. He 
was sure that Council would gladly respond 
to their views.

STATE. OF COUNTRY 


Referring to the state of the country, the 
Chairman said that he was not greatly im- 
pressed with what was usually taken as evi- 
dence of Preston; such as bank clearances, 
export and import trdde, etc, hose things 
were looked upon as orthodox measures of the 
prosperity of a country, They were any- 
thing but real tests, and he held that 
there was an increasing body of public 
opinion which maintained that only the 
surplus should be exported. The main duty 
of a country was that it should support 
itself, and there should not be chronic hunger 
or misery in its midst. Real evidence of 
progress was the very thorough attempt being 
made to do away with the foul slum. system 
in city, town and country, and to give the 
people decent homes to live in. That was a 
better indication of progress than the height 
of bank dividends or bank clearances. Houses

t must be obvious, continued the chair- 
man, that the functions of local bodies were 
becoming daily more oneréus and responsible. 
They had been faced with a revolutionary 
outiook as to their responsibility to the 
people. 


“A FORTUNATE POSITION ” 


As far as he could judge from public 
opinion, as expressed on all sides, they were, 
more or less, fighting with each other in 
furthering the well-being of the main body 
of the people. They had nowadays a class 
of political parties prominently identified in 
expressions of sympathy with the great 
problem of unemployment. 

It might be that a solution would be 
found through the diminution of the hours 
of labour that might possibly interfere with 
some ot the things which were generally 
taken as an indication of progress, such as 
big dividends, and would -insure that ' the 
terrible . demoralisation’ caused “by chronic 
unemployment would pass-away. . Any nation 
which succeeded ‘in “getting that done ‘would 
have a great triumph, 

This country was placed in a yery fortunate 
position. There was a time when it was 
regarded as a good thirg that many people 
left this country. to go to other lands and 
make wealth for other nations. At that time 
they had not the power which they now had 
in some measure. That position was now 
changed, and it was their duty to give work 
to those who remained at home, 

They had also the position that they had 
a cocntry virtually undeveloped. He had 
seen it stated recently that if the land of 
Ireland were divided proportionally with the 
lands of Belgium they would have 3,000,000 
holdings. 

No forebodings need be entertained as to 
the future. They might regard their posi- 
tion as an undeveloped country and as a 
country that was turning to developing itself 
and looking for help from no one else.

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PRESERVING SUMMER'S SURPLUS FOR WINTER MONTHS 


\ sat few housewives have yet realised 
the immense advantages of bottling 
vegetables for use in the winter months. 
Sometimes those lucky people, who have 
large gardens and a quantity of surplus 
fruit and vegetables, do preserve the 
surplus, but the average woman seldom 
jhinks of buying, say, fresh green peas, 
French beans, young carrots, etc.. when 
they are at their best, for the specific 
purpose of providing for winter menus. 
Why not exercise the same foresight 
pout vegetables as the veriest novice 
exercises about fruit for jams? 
[he process of vegetable bottling is quite 
simple and very similar to the process of 
bottling. It takes a little longer, 
ver, because the vegetables, growing 
s a rule in close contact with-the soil, 
and, therefore, with bacteria from the soil, 
need some preparation before sterilising. 
They also take slightly longer in actual 
sterilisation. 


APPARATUS 


[he apparatus needed is a supply of 
ss jars for bottling and a steriliser.

The proper’ proportions are: Five fluid 
ounces of lemon juice and two and a 
half ounces of salt to one gallon of water. 
Prepare‘the solution by putting the salt 
and water to boil, adding the lemon juice 
when the brine boils, and then allow the 
solution to cool before pouring it over the 
vegetables. 

Place. the rubber rings, glass tops, and 
screw rings in position and screw tight, 


Otherwise your jars are likely to burst. 

Take your steriliser or presering pan, 
and cover the bottom with several thick- 
nesses of brown paper to,serve as a false 
bottom. A piece of felt or a couple of 
folds of old blanket or flannel would also 
serve. 

Now stand the jars in the pan, and, in 
the case of the steriliser, cover the jars 
with cold water. If you use a pan cover 
the jars as far, as the shoulders. Now 
bring the water to the boil, and let it boil 
for 14 to 13 hours. Peas should be 
sterilised for the maximum period, If you 
are using open jars you will need to boil

A WARNING 


The jars should then be lifted out on to 
a wooden table—not on to metal, as the 
sudden change of temperature is apt to 
split the glass. Screw the lids tightly. 

Next day remove the screw rings and 
lift the bottles by the glass top to make 
sure they are properly sealed. If the top 
comes off or budges at all the. contents 
must be re-sterilised. 

Finally, in answer to a reader's query, 
here is a method of bottling mush- 
rooms: To each quart of mushrooms 
allow 3oz. butter, the juice of one 
lemon, pepper and salt to taste, and 
enough clarified butter to cover each 
he of mushrooms. Clarified butter, 
y the way, is butter melted down and 
skimmed of the white scum that rises to 
the top. 

Peel te mushrooms, put them in cold 
water wif, two teaspoons of lemon juice 
and wash them carefully, then dry them 
in acloth. Put the butter in a saucepan ; 
when it is melted add the mushrooms, 
lemon juice, pepper and salt. 

Place the pan on a very low flame and 
leave it till all the liquor has boiled away 
and the mushrooms are quite dry. You 
must be careful that the mushrooms do 
not stick to the pan. When dry, place 
the mushrooms in warm, dried pots—jam 
them the clarified butter. Then cover as 
you would jam.

Beat ‘the eggs thoroughly, dissolve the 
condensed milk and sugar in the water, 
and stir into the eggs. Pour’ into a pie 
dish and bake in the oven until set. Do 
not allow to boil or the custard will 
curdle, ' 

CURRANT SQUASH. 

Ingredients: 1lb. of red currants, ib. 
of raspberries, 24 pints of water, 1b. of 
castor sugar. 

Clean the fruit and remove the stalks. 
Crush well, and place in a pan with 4 
pint of water and 4lb. of sugar. Stir 
it boils; then strain 


through a sieve. 

Dissolve the remaining 4lb. of sugar in 
a little cold water and boil until it becomes 
a syrup. Stir in the rest of the water 
and the fruit mixture. Allow to become

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RENT RESTRICTIONS 
ACT ATTACKED 


EVIDENCE BEFORE 
TENANTS’ TRIBUNAL 
—__@—— 


The Town Tenants (Occupation Tenancies) 
Tribunal resumed its sittings yesterday in the 
Circuit Court, Chancery place, Dublin. 

Mr. Wm. Black, K.C., presided. 

Sir John Keane gave evidence with regard 
to the profit derived from the letting of 
cottages and small houses in the smaller 
towns and villages, where the landlord did 
repairs, He quoted figures for the town of 
Cappoquin, which, he said, could not differ 
essentially from other small country towns. 
He said that the figures clearly showed that 
owners had a very meagre income from that 
class of property. Up to 1934 the landlord 
was allowed to set off all excess of repairs, 
insurance and management over rents, and 
against income tax. Now he is confined to 
repairs on houses of £5 and under, no allow- 
alice being given for management, The con- 
ditions were such at present that he would 
not put money into house property, because 
it is not an attractive investment, 


HOUSE-OWNERS’ CASE 


Mr. J. V. Nolan Whelan (instructed by 
Mr. D. H. Charles), for the Irish House 
Owners’ Protection Association, said that all 
restrictions on freedom of control ta let or 
sell dwelling-houses or business premises 
ought to be removed, because such re- 
strictions deprive the owner of three of the 
essentials of ownership—namely: (a) has 
right to get possession of hig property, (b) his 
right to a just and fair return upon his 
capital invested, (c) his right to dispose of 
his property in a free market. Whatever the 
necessity for the emergency legislation when 
first enacted, the reasons for its continuance 
no longer exist. There are now a very large 
number of flats and houses, including those 
recently erected, available for letting, The 
number is so large as to create what may be 
termed a free market in house letting, and 
the competition to let such houses and flats 
ensures that the rents obtained therefor are 
only such as to yield a reasonable return on 
the money invested. The shortage of houses 
and flats for letting that caused the intro- 
duction and continuance of the Increase of 
Rent and Mortgage (Restrictions) Acts has 
ceased to exist, except, perhaps, in the case 
of lettings of tenement houses. If restrictive 
provisions, interfering with the freedom of 
contract on the letting of newly-erected 
houses or shops, or newly reconstructed 
houses, are imposed by the Legislature, such 
restrictive provisions would result in a very 
considerable reduction mm the number of 
houses and shops to b: erected and houses to 
be reconstructed in the future. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Association, said counsel, recommended 
that ‘sub-letting or assignment without land- 
lord's consent to be sm. er CÉ tenancies to 
which the Landlord and Tenant Act, 1931, 
apply to be excluded; proper rent of such 
lettings to be fixed in the first instance by 
a separate branch to be established by the 
Valuation Office; if either landlord or tenant 
object to the rent fixed, either party, within 
the prescribed time, to have a right of “we 
to the Circuit Court, whose decision shall 
be final; the existing provisions relating to 
relief from rates on vacant premises are in- 
adequate and inconvenient, and there should 
be a total remission of rates on vacant pre- 
mises during the period of vacancy, and to 
obtain such relief it should not be necessary 
to pay the rates first and apply for the re- 
fund afterwards. It was also submitted that 
the landlord, whether or not liable for repairs, 
should be entitled to inspection without pre- 
judice to his right to receive notice of want 
of repair when the landlord is liable. 

The Tribunal adjourned until to-morrow 
morning.

By a 
will dated 10th January, 1903, she leit aill 
her property, including á Irish property, to 
her husband. <A grant of probate to that 
will was made on 3lst December, 1935, in the 
Surrogate’s Court of the County of Nassau, 
State of New York. The difficulty was that 
when it came to taking outa grant in this 
country it was found that there was a will 
dated 7th April, 1913, referring solely to her 
Irish property, and revoking all former wills 
in so far as they referred to such pet. 

Mr, Justice Hauna—If this lady was 
domiciled in the State of New York, Í think 
you will have to go back to the Surrogate's 
Court there. 

Mr. Hamill said that all these matters had 
been pointed out to the Surrogate’s Court, 
Two years before she died Mrs. Pierson had 
made a trust deed disposing of this property, 
and the only Irish assets in respect of which 
probate was now sought were accrued rents 
amounting to about £246, in respect to the 
life estate which she reserved to herself in 
the property under the trust deed. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he thought 
that formal application would have to be 
made to the Surrogate’s. Court. in New York, 
probably to cancel the grant of the earlier 
will, which had been revoked by the will of 
1913, and get a new grant of the latter will. 
If the new grant was given, application could 
be made to the. High Court here for a grant 
to enable them to deal with the Irish pro- 

rty. 

Mr. Hamill said that.a difficulty was that 
the Surrogate’s Court would not move further 
until they got the original will of 1913, which 
was in the hands of the executors, who did 
not think it should go out of this country. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he would ad- 
journ the matter generally, with liberty to 
re-enter at any time. 

Mr. Hamill said that the same person 
would get the property in any event,

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RIVAL CLAIMANTS TO 
ADMINISTER 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


In the matter of the estate of Andrew J. 
Crotty, farmer, late of Elton, Knocklong, Co. 
Limerick, an application was made by Mr. CO, 
Roche (instructed by Mr. Wilham kK. 
O’Brien) on behalf of James Crotty, Upper 
Cork street, Mitchelstown, retired farmer, 
and Mrs. Margaret Russell, Lower Cork 
street, Mitchelstown, first cousins of the late 
Andrew J. Crotty, for a joint grant of ad- 
ministration of the estate. 

Andrew Crotty died, it was stated, on 20th 
May last, intestate and a bachelor, leaving a 
farm and stock valued at from £2,000 to 
£3,000, investments in the Irish Free State 
and England of a total value of £4,726, and 
a house in London estimated to be value for 
about £800. 

Mr. Roche read a joint affidavit of ‘the 
applicants, in which they claimed that they 
were suitable persons to adminisicr the 
estate, and that it was necessary to sell the 
farm and dispose of the other assets aa soon 
as possible. He added that there was a 
large number of stock on the farm and that 
six persons were engaged in looking after it. 

Mr. Michael J. Ryan, K.C., with whom 
was Mr. Walter Molony ‘ype te by Mr. 
John J. Power), opposed the application, and 
applied for a grant on behalf of Mrs. Hannah 
Kinkead, of Corbally, Knocklong, farmer's 
wife, and also a first cousin of the late Mr. 
Crotty. He read an affidavit in which his 
client stated that she lived nearer the farm 
than the other applicants, and that she was 
actively engaged in farming operations. For 
these reasons she claimed to be more suitable 
than the other applicants to administer the 
the estate. He added that he had consents 
to the application from four next-of-kin in 
America, 7 

Mr. Roche said that, in addition to two of 
the next-of-kin living in this country, he had 
the support of four others who claimed to be 
hext-of- cin and who resided in America. 

Mr. Justice Hanna gave a grant to James 
Crotty and Mrs. Russell, and refused the 
application of Mrs. Kinkead. He allowed 
Mr. Roche’s clients their costs out of the 
estate.

Exciting incidents at a Cork polling. booth 
had a sequel at Cork District Court to-day, 
when Danrel Linehan, Dean street, East, was 
returned for trial on his own bond of £20, 
charged with having assaulted and obstructed 
Guard P. 0 Callaghan im the discharge of his 
duty during last month's municipal elections. 

Guard O'Callaghan told the Court that at 
the polling booth he had taken into custody 
a man whom ho had seen apply for a second 
ballot paper that day. That man gave the 
name l’atrick Kiernan and an address. Lhe 
witness had failed to verify either the name 
or the address. One of a group of eight or 
ten men attempted to speak to the prisoner, 
and witness attempted to eject the man from 
the polling booth. © Following a shout of 
“Rush him,” seven or eight young men 
dashed in between the witness and his 
prisoner. The witness succeeded in pita a 
one of these men-—namely, the accused, 
Linehan. There was a “ bit of a scramble,” 
and the witness was tripped from behind, but 
retained his hold on the accused man. Next 
there was a shout: ‘Boot him,” and the 
witness called on the presiding officer at one 
of the booths to come to his aid. The officer 
did not, but some women did. 

Cross-examined by Mr. C, F. Russell, 
solicitor, for the defence, the witness said 
Linehan assaulted him by rushing in on him, 
but did not strike him. He agreed that 
Linehan said to him: “I hope you are not 
hurt.’’

Farewell to Sackville Sireet 

I read, with particular interest, this 
sentence in Miss Constantia Maxwell's 
“Dublin Under the Georges '' :— 

“ Dublin was greatly admired on ac- 
count of the length and breadth of its 
fashionable Mall, but post-Union visitors 
noticed that here, too, the houses of most 
of the gentry and nobility had been sold 
to professional or business people, or con- 
verted into shops and offices.’’ 

I was interested in this record of the 
beginning of the end, because I think ] 
observe what must be very near the end— 
if not the end—of. that “ fashionable 
Mall "*—namely, the destruction of what 
is now No. 54 Upper O’Connell street, 
whieh I understand, is being taken in by 
the Carlion Cinema next door. As far ar 
I can observe, there is now no other relict 
of what was once a residential street. 
Shop-fronts or other business-fronts have 
wiped out Sackville street entirely. And 
wiped ont its glory. What with trams, 
electric cables and standards, cheap. 
looking commercia] ferro-concrete, glass 
awnings, signboards by the thousand, 
midget towers and cupolas, electric signs, 
and an over-dose of undistinguished 
statues, the spacious dignity of that once 
stately street is gone for ever, One can 
only imagine how fine it must have looked 
in its eighteenth century simplicity. The 
fate of this street at our hands—helped by 
two bombardments which “ave us a grand 
chance to show our mettle (IT almost wrote 
metal !)--has always seemed to me to. be 
an unanswerable indictment of our s60- 
much-boosted native culture. We changed

— Like side-car, is 
falling into obsolescence and will soon be 
an antique. He was always useful in 
rough country—often the kind of country 
that had few good roads or none; and as 
the roads improve, and the standard of 
living, and ‘buses increase; and the 
hieycles line up in the outhouse that onte 
held the little trap, poor old Neddy goos 
his way with many another bit of that 
delightful timelessness that used to be the 
chief charm of Irish life. 


I seg that attempts are being made to 
introduce the stork into England. It is a 
very rare bird in thet eountry, although 
it is on record that storks built their nests 
in Scotland during the fifteenth century. 
Anyone who has spent a holiday in 
Holland of Northern Germany has made 
the acquaintance of these birds, which are 
encouraged not only on account of their 
quaint and decorative .appearanee, but 
also because of their capacity as scaven- 
gers. The stork usually builds a rude 
nest of sticks and reeds in the top of a 
tall tree, but in Holland it is customary 
to place boxes on the roofs of so 
that the birds mav nest there. The 
annual migration takes place in autumn, 
when the storks leave in large flocks for 
Africa, returning to the same nests in the 
following February. or March. . The birds 
have no voice, but it is not uncommon to 
see six or seven. together holding a con- 
sultation by clattering their mandibles. 
They sleep balanced on one leg, with the 
neck. folded,. and the .long bill thrust 
backwards on the shoulder. Storks are 
affectionate towards their young, and, 
what is more remarkable, show equal 
regard for the aged and infirm of their 
kind. Like penguins, they are rarely 
afraid of men, and may often be seen 
strutting around among crowds of people 
in the streets of Dutch cities. 


Junket 


I had long been familiar with the word, 
‘* junketing,’’ meaning feasting or merry- 
making (writes. a correspondent), but it 
was only recently that I happened to 
partake of the actual sweetmeat from 
which the expression is derived, in one of 
the southern English counties. Junket is 
a preparation made by the addition of 
rennet to milk from which the whey has 
been extracted. The curd which is thus 
formed has been a popular confection in 
England for centuries, particularly at this 
time of the year. It was formerly carried 
around in little rush baskets, hence the 
name “junket,” from the Latin juneus, a 
rush. Sinee the great nutritive value of 
junket, especially as a food for children, 
has been Focbeakil by health authorities, 
chemists have produced a junket essence, 
which simplifies the preparation of the 
dish. All that is needed nowadays is to 
add a few drops of thig essence to a pint 
of milk and a teaspoonful of sugar which 
have been heated until lukewarm. The 
mixture is then set aside to coo], flavoured 
e individual taste, and served with 
whipped cream, 


Seaside Development 


It oceurred to me recently while passing 
through a crowded seaside resort that if 
one of our ancestors from the early 
eighteenth century cowld walk the earth 
again he would undoubtedly think the 
vorld had gone mad. Unless he happened 
to be a alles by profession, the sea was 
anathema to him—an unpleasant element 
to be avoided, except wr so the stress of 
war, urgent business or the necessity of 
loing a continental tour once in a life- 
time. That thousands of people should 
travel long distances merely to ithmerse 
themselves in salt water would appear to 
him imeredible. Even in a port like 
Dublin two hundred years ago people did 
not care much for the seaside; they pre- 
ferred to spend the few holidays they were 
able to take im country resorts like 
Harold's Cross, Dundrum or Rathfarnham.

On the success 
of; the sales and the winning of much- 
sought rosettes and prizes depends these 
people’s existence. Hunting women, as 
well as their grooms and attendants, took 
no chances ;. for to them valuable hunters 
and champion mares are the salt of the 
land. Around the sales later or at the 
judging they were seen as intense and 
nervous as a graduate before his final 
examination. It was thrilling to see their 
enthusiasm when the prizes were an- 
nounced. I met one of the successful 
exhibitors in Grafton street after she had 
carried off a big prize, and-her joy was 
infectious. Perhaps, too, for the first 
time, I understood the value of the Show 
to our farming population and our agricul- 
tural industry. 


Lord Tennyson

The poet, hi 
Alfred Tennyson, who SA hi 
was Laureate of Eng- “Bí 
land from 1850 to “= 
1892, was raised to 
the Peerage, as first 
Lord Tennyson, The 
present Baron was a 
Major in the Rifle 
Brigade, and served 
in the Great War 
from 1914 until the 
close of hostilities. 
The eldest of three 
brothers, all of whom 
were on active service, he was the only one 
that survived. His youngest brother, the 
Hon. Harold Courtenay Tennyson, a 
Sub-Lieutenant in the Navy, was killed in 
1916 at the age of twenty, and his second 
brother, also a Captain and Acting Major 
in the Rifle Brigade, the Hon. Alfred 
Tennyson, died in action in 1918. Lord 
Tennyson was a member of the M.C,C.

of Ireland at Rathmines on Tuesday last.

Nature’s Revenge 


A halfpenny rise in the price of a four- 
pound loaf of bread seems, at firet sight, 
to:have little connection with the explora- 
tion of North America. Nevertheless, the 
fact that flour is likely to become dearer 
must be blamed partly on the early 
pioneers in the United States—their. sins 
are now being visited on the third and 
fourth generation. When they began to 
move in from the coastal settlements to 
colonise what now is known as the Middle 
West, they found an enormous and fertile 
plain; and it did not take them long to 
discover that this plain could be made into 
one of the great wheat-growing centres of 
the world. They set about making che 
change with an industry that would have 
been admirabie if it had not been so reck- 
less. Millions of acres of the rich soil were 
converted to wheat-growing and a large 
area to pasture. Forests were cut down 
to provide more fields, marsh lands were 
reclaimed, and crops and cattle could be 
found even where the lakes had been. The 
land was so fertile that wheat could be 
grown with little or no effort, and the area 
was so great that land could be had almost 
for the asking. The farmers, therefore, 
did not trouble themselves about such 
things as the rotation of crops, and for 
many years the full effects of their policy 
did not appear: Now, however, nature has 
begun to take her revenge. There always: 
have been perieds of drought in America, 
but it is not a coincidence that these 
droughts have tended to be more frequent 
and more severe during the last fifteen 
years or so, until now they have become a 
national problem of the first order. The 
soil over which the plough ‘had travelled 
so many times began to dry up, and the 
pastures on which so many cattle had fed 
were over-grazed. These facts would have 
been serious enough in themselves; but, 
in addition, the draining of the lakes ind 
marshes had interfered with the natural 


irrigation system, and the protecting belts

Sir Iain Colquhoun presided, and nominated 
the Duke’ of York, who was seated on his 
right, and who on arrival was cheéred loudiy 
by the brethren. 

Sir Jain said that the brethren took it as 
a great compliment and signal honour that 
the Duse should have expressed his desire 
to’ meet the members of Grand Lodge prior 
to his installation as Grand Master Mason of 
Scotland ta November.

Sir Christopher Bullock 


Some people will think that Sir 
Christopher Bullock has been” rather 
harshly treated.

RESCUERS’ UNCEASING WORK 


x—-— 


By ten o'clock last night—many hours 
after the explosion occurred in the 
Lidgett seam, where the men were work. 
ing on the night shift—the waiting crowds 
at the pithead learned that. thirty-two 
bodies had been recovered. 

The rescue workers reported that condi- 
tions underground were such that it was 
almost impossible for the remainder of the 
men to be still alive. If they had cscaped 
death from the actual force of the explo- 
sion, they would probably have died from 
the poisonous fumes that swept the work - 
ings afterwards. 

Unceasingly, however, the rescue teams 
stuck to their job. -In relay after relay 
they went down the shaft to try to break 
through to the far end of the workings, 
where falls had entombed the miners. 
With them. down the pit the Ministry of 
Mines’ inspectors and representatives of 
the management and men stayed through- 
out the day. 

Alfred Brown, the only man rescued 
from the pit, was still alive last night, 
with doctors and nurses fighting to save 
him, 


800 FEET DOWN 


The point where the night shift was 
working is 846 feet below the surface, and 
about a mile and a half from the shaft 
bottom. In ordinary circumstances it 
would take the men about three-quarters 
of an heur's walking to get to the spot. 
Now, however, a great deal of that mile 
and a half is half blocked by the débris of 
the falls. 

It was thought at first that fire had 
broken out in the pit following the explo- 
sion. No evidence has so far been found 
of that, but the rescue teams have had to 
face carbon monoxide and marsh gas. 
Canaries which were taken down the pit 
to test for gas died. From early morning, 
when the news of the accident spread, 
hundreds of waiting men and women had 
remained in doubt; then, when the rescue 
workers came up and told what they had 
seen, doubts gave way to fear, and, finally, 
fear was displaced by despair. 
poured down on these patient suffering 
men and women who could only wait and 
watch ‘ 


PITHEAD SERVICE 


Men and women who waited within the 
colliery gates held a pithead Service, 
which was conducted by the Rev. Norman 
King, Vicar of Carlton, the village where 
many of them live. Prayers were offered 
for the safety of the men down in the pit 
The men in that silent group stood bare 
headed in the rain, their worn, soiled caps 
in their hands. Many of the women were 
in tears. The Salvation Army started a 
canteen where they could get a cup of tea 
and sandwiches. - 

Rumour after rumour ran through the 
crowd, but by the afternoon everyone knew 
that some of the men had been reached— 
and that they were dead. Then came the 
oficial statement that twenty-one bodies 
had been recovered: The bodies, as they 
were brought up, were taken to a schoo 
room which is but a short distance from 
the colliery. There they will be identified. 
and the inquest will be o ‘to-day al

ROAD SHATTERED 


The men engaged on the repair work 
were caught by the full force of the 
explosion, and their bodies were mutilated 
almost beyond recognition. 

“It seems that the explosion was worst 


on the main road,” Mr. Sumnel added, 


and it shattered a big section of the road 
right down Ejghts, the roadway being 
blocked every few. yards over all that 
distance. 

The explosion short-circuited along the 
various slips joining the two roads, and 
wrecked the massive doors and barriers. 
Mr. Sumnel and other rescue workers 
found the bodies of the men. They 
stumbled across at some points which had 
not been affected by the explosion. It 
seems that carbon monoxide had drifted 
into the area immediately the air passages 
at the upper end of the main road became 
blocked with débris following the explo 
sion. 

The four luckiest men employed at the 
colliery, said Mr. Sumnel, were those who 
returned to the surface shortly after three 
o'clock, and missed by only a few minutes 
the full brunt of the explosion at Nines 
face. 


SORROWING HOUSEHOLDS 


The rescue parties who were bringing 
the bodies of the men from the various

BRITISH EMPIRE athletes had by far 
their best day at the Olympic Games 
at Berlin yesterday. J. E. Lovelock, of 
New Zealand, won the final of the 1,500 
metres, and not only did he lower the 
world record time of ó minutes 48.8 
seconds set up by W. R. Bronthron, in 
1932, to 3 minutes 47.8 seconds, but he 
defeated the cream of the world’s mile 
runners.

As the search party was about to lift 
the body of the dead guide they heard 
eries for help coming from the foot of 
the mountain. An Englishman shouted 
up that his companion had just slipped 
and fallen. 

The party went immediately to the 
spot, and found the corpse of the young 
Englishwoman lying amid a heap ol 
stones at the bottom of a precipice. 

Her four companions afterwards told 
the Swiss authorities that they set out 
to climb Matterhorn last night. By 4 
a.m. they had reached the Solway Hut. 

As they were picking their way care- 
fully across a part of the mountain- 
side covered with loose rocks, Miss Cur- 
rant slipped. A cascade of stones slithered 
dévn frem above, cutting the rope, and 
the girl fell. 

Miss Currant is believed to have met 
her death, not from her fall, which was 
short, but from the falling stones, which 
struck her on the head.

OLLOWING yesterday's announcement 

of a qualified acceptance by Mussolini, 

the French plan for an international pact 

to isolate the Spanish civil war is claimed 
in Paris to be making good headway. 

Seven Powers, including Britain, 
Belgium, Germany, Soviet Russia and 
Italy, are stated to have sent favourable 
replies. j 

It is understood that the proposed pact 
would ban the export of arms and aircraít 
to Spain. 

Mussolini (says Reuter’s Rome Corre- 
spondent) has delivered a cautious accept- 
ance of the French plan. Press comment 
on the reply reflects a feeling that the 
sincerity of the French proposals is 
doubted. 

Dr. Gayda, writing in the Giornale 
d’Italia, speaks gravely of the “ growing 
danger ” of a division of Europe into two 
conflicting camps, one supporting Socialist 
Communism and the other Fascist-Nazism. 

“ Manifestations of a kind that are far 
from being neutral are taking place in 
certain countries, in favour of one or 
other of the ‘contending Spanish parties,’’ 
he adds. 

He goes on to mention the enlistment 
of volunteers for the Spanish Government 
in France, and the subscriptions of the 
Russian workers for their Spanish 
comrades, stated to total over 12 million 
roubles. 

He adds: Certain papers and politicians 
in France are asking for the active help 
of the French Government for the Madrid 
authorities—a kind of declaration of war 
against Fascism and Nazism. “' This war, 
far from securing neutrality, opens up a 
new conflict in Europe. It sets out to in- 
flame the spirit of one nation against 
another, and creates a spiritual atmosphere 
of aggression against Italy and Germany.” 


THE PLAN 


French diplomatic officials are now en- 
gaged in drawing up the text of the pro- 
posed agreement on Spain, which will 
provide for the practical application of 
the principle of non-interference, to which 
the Powers are adhering. 

It 1s understood that the plan which 
is now being examined aims at forbid- 
ding all commercial operations with Spain, 
Spanish Morocco, and territories under 
Spanish sovereignty, as far as arms, am- 
munition, war material, aircraft and war- 
ships: are concerned. Dealings in aircraft 
of any nature would be forbidden. 

Portugal’s reply is still awaited.

E Military Competition at Ballsbridge 
yesterday was the best of the Horse 
Show. The usual course had as addi- 
tional jumps a double over and a snake 
fence, but despite the fact that the ground 
was rather slippery, Spring Steel, Wednes- 
day’s Belgian winner, accomplished a fault- 
less first round. Prior to this fine effort the 
French horse Bebe, ridden by Lieutenant de 
Busnel, had led with one fault, and sub- 
sequent! the French Batailleuse and Ire- 
land’s Red ugh had also made only one 
mistake. Epring Steel looked a certain 
winner when all but one had completed the 
course, but the last to jump was Goblet, 
ridden by Major Hume Dudgeon, of the 
British Army. This small grey had a fault- 
less round, and so a ump-off was necessary 
for the first and secon prizes. Again Spring 
Steel seemed incapable of putting a foot 
wrong, but he took the last jump, the snake 
fence, rather too quickly, knocked over the 
top bar, and incurred four faults. Goblet’s 
second round was like the first, perfect, and 
so England took the first prize for the 
second time in three days. It was a par- 
ticularly popular victory, since Major Hume 
Dudgeon is an Irishman. With a total of 
five faults over four stiff rounds of the Balls- 
bridge course, Spring Steel can, however, 
claim to be the best jumper at the Show. 
The two French horses and Red Hugh 
then jumped off for the remaining prizes. 
Batailleuse proved a narrow winner with a 
mistake at the stone wall, which cost two 
faults, against Red Hugh’s slip at the last 
jump, which totalled three. Bebe finished 
poorly with ten faults on the last circuit. 


CLONMEL’S VICTORY 


The chief civilian competition of the week, 
the championship for the Maharajah of 
Alwar’s Cup, resulted in a victory for Lieu- 
tenant J. A. Smith, of the Free State Army, 
who rode his own Clonmel to a splendid 
victory. Clonmel had three faultless rounds, 
but he was only a point better than 
Mrs. Wall’s consistent performer, Twinkle, 
whose change of feet on the single bank 
the third time round made the difference 
between first and second prizes. Five—Red- 
skin, Thundercrash, Snowball, Edgware Odd 
Socks, and Silvy—jumped off for the third 
and fourth prizes with two faults each on 
the second round, and 
clearly the best of the five. 

The champion wall jump provided keen 
competition before that seasoned veteran, 
Swastika Rose, ridden, as usual, by Mrs. St. 
J. Nolan, came off best. Nineteen of the 
thirty- three starters cleared the wall at the 
first attempt, but the second round saw the 
elimination of nine, a pole having been put 
on top of the wall. Four then failed, and of 
the six taking the fifth jump, at a height cf 
5 feet 10 inches, Swastika Rose, Redskin, 
Lucky Strike, and Snowball got across. The 
sixth jump ’ proved decisive, for Swastika 
Rose alone got over perfectly, Snowball 
taking second place, Redskin third, and 
Lucky Strike fourth.

Good Day For Britons 


BERLIN, Thursday. 


ITH J. E. Lovelock winning the 
W Olympic 1,500 metres final in the new 
world record time, D, Ó. Finlay gain- 
img second place m the 110 metres hurdles 
final, and all three British quarter-nilers— 
A, G. K. Brown, W. Roberts and G. LL. 
Ramping—ualifying for the semi-finals of the 
400 metres, British athletes came into their 
own to-day, after many days of disappoint- 
ment 


Herr Hitler came specially to see the 1,500 
metres race, in which the world’s greatest 
milers clashed, Not only did Lovelock’s 
3 mins. 47.8 secs. break W. R. Bonthron’s 
world record of ó mins. 48.8 secs., but the 
latier’s figures were also beaten by his 
countryman, Glenn Cunningham, whe returned 
3 mins. 46.4 secs, Cunuingham finished 
second, and Luigi Beecali, the defendmg 
champion, third. J. E. Comes, Great 
Britain’s only representative, was sixth, 


HOW THEY RAN 


Jerry Cornes, who finished second in the 
corresponding event at Los Angeles in 1932, 
went off into the lead from lane four, with 
Beccali second and Lovelock eighth. Cornes 
led the field along to the second bend, where 
he had to give way to the German, Boettcher, 
while Lovelock wag riinning seventh, but 
Cornes regained the lead at the 400 metres 
mark, which was reached in 61.4 seconds 
He was followed by Boettcher and Lovelock. 

At 800 metres Glenn Cunningham dashed 
into the lead, his time at that pomt being 
2 mins. 5 sees. Next came the Swedish crack, 
Eric Ny, with Lovelock still third, Beecali 
fourth, and Cornes now fifth. 

Thunderoys applause from the 100,000 
spectators greeted Lovelock’s victory, and it 
was well deserved, for he ran superbly to win 
by ten yards almost unchallenged. While 
changing in the dressingroom after the race, 
Lovelock said: ‘‘I am delighted to have won. 
I thought it was a fine pace. I shall go on 
running this season, but shall then retire for 
some years, perhaps for good. There was 
some jostling, and I had to look out to keep 
clear myself. As far as I am concerned, | 
never felt in any danger.” 

Cunningham’s comment was: ‘‘It was a 
wonderful race. Of course, | was sorry not 
to have won, but Lovelock’s sprint in the* 
finishing stages was too much for me. I just 
couldn't, run that fast.” 

After a thonsand metres had been covered, 
Cunningham, who was inside, stumbled and 
fell. He dropped back to sixth place. This 
let in Ny, who forged ahead at the end of the 
third Jap. Cunningham, however, recovered, 
and at the beginning of the final lap was 
second to Ny, with Lovelock third, Beceali 
fourth, Cornes fifth and the American, San 
Romani, sixth. 

Three hundred metres from home Lovelock 
moved into the lead, followed by Cunning- 
ham, Beccali and Edwards, who had come 
up fast, while Cornes had dropped back. 
Then, to the roaring of the great crowd, 
Lovelock put in his fa:nous electrifying burst, 
which has been lacking in some of his recent 
races in England, and, striding out beautt- 
fully, won almost unchallenged. Cornes had 
run a gallant race, but could finish no better 
than sixth in 3 mins. 51.4 secs. 


FINLAY’S GREAT RACE 


It took a world reeord-breaker to heat 
Finlay in the final of the 110 metres hurdles, 
won by Forrest Towns (U.8.A.) in 14.2 secs., 
which equalled Perey Beavd’s official world 
record, In the semi-finals Towns had beaten 
Beard’s record with 14.1 secs. Finlay equalled 
the Olympic record of 14.4 secs in the final: 
He beat another American, Pollard, by 
inches, being placed second. after the judges 
had consulted the camera record. Britain 


had a second representative in the fina] in | 


J. St. L. Thornton. 
Drawn in lane one, Finlay got away to a 


good start, and kept second throughout, It 


was a terrific battle at the end, but Towns 
broke the tape three yards ahead. Thornton, 
who was in lane four, fell back after the 
third hurdle, and finished fifth, 

Earlier in the day Finlay had won his 
gemi-final heat after a great tussle with the 


America negro, Pollard. The latter was 
slightly in front until the final hurdle, which 
they took together. Then Finlay produced a 
splendid finishing burst, and pulled away te 
win in 14.5 secs, Both knocked down e 
hurdle, Pinlay the seventh and Pollard the 
eighth, 

‘Thornton finished third in the other semi- 
final, which Forrest Towns won in world 
record time. Drawn on the inside, Thornton 
hurdled beautifully, and finished strongly in 
14.7 secs, 

The British trio of quarter-milers: won two 
rounds to-day to enter the semi-finals. Roberts 
showed the he form of the three, and won 
both his heats. Getting away well in the 
first round heat, he got the inside position, 
and was lying third at the last bend. Then 
a grand burst down the straight took him in 
front, and he won easing up by three yards. 
His time of 47,7 secs. fos the second round 
heat was the second fastest of the day, the 
hést being 47,6 secs. by J, E, Im Valle 
(U.8.A,). Although at a disadvantage in 
being drawn in lane five, he ran another great 
race to dead all the way and finish 9-10th 
sec. in front of the American, R. H. Small- 


wood. 
: BROWN'S SHOCK 


Brown, the British champion, almost 
strolled through his first heat and won, 
despite a late challenge by the Italian, Lanzi, 
In the second round, however, he gave the 
British supporters a shock, For most of the 
way he ran well within himself, keeping 
second behind the German, H. Blazejezek. 
When the straight was reached, however, 
Fritz (Canada) and Wachenfeldt (Sweden) 
challenged strongly, and at first Brown was 
unable to Avec, For the moment it seemed 
that he was »eaten, but he came again in fine 
style and took second place to qualify. Brown 
did not appear to run with the same zest as 
Roberts. 

In his first heat. Rampling finished second, 
seeming to content himself with qualifying.

A FOOTBALL SURPRISE 


Great Britain, making their first appearance 
in the Olympic football tournament for six- 
teen years, did not cover themselves with 
glory in beating China by two goals to nil. 
There was nothing in the play to work the 
crowd of 9,000, including the Chinese 
Ambassador, into any enthusiasm. Indeed, 
the game deteriorated to such an extent 
in the closing stages that the spectators 
began to get restive. The British team suf- 
fered from lack of practice together, and 
there was little cohesion. Far too many scor- 
ing chances were missed. Repeatedly the 
ball was worked into the Chinese goal ares, 
but never was there anyone there to finish 
off these efforts.

VERMIN-REDUCING VALUE 
OF SHOOTS 


bhá 


The Right Hon. the Earl of Granard, K.P., 
presided at a general meeting of members 
of the Irish Game Protection Association, 
held at Ballsbridge yesterday. 

A discussion took place regarding the de- 
predations. of vermin, especially the hooded 
crow, among game. It was stated that the 
Committee’ had approached the Government 
with a request for a grant to aid in the de- 
struction of the pests, but without. success. 

Mr, R. W. Archer said mt vermin waz 
very much on the increase, and this was 
especially true of the hooded crow and also 
of foxes in non-hunting districts, The thing 
had become a menace to game of all kinds. 
The hooded crow had increased in numbers so 
much that there were now thousands’ where 
formerly they were counted in dozens. They 
were particularly. plentiful in Co. Wicklow, 
and he had observed many of them on all 
the large lakes around the Shannon. - Hooded 
crows and magpies were noted egg stealers, 
and the number of eggs that they destroyed 
reaches a gigantic figure. The depreciation 
in the value of shoots had been very serious. 
Shoots which used to be good for 250 brace 
of grouse now only produce fifty brace. 

It was decided again to approach the. ap- 
propriate Government department on the 
matter of a grant towerds the destruction of 
vermin. . 

It was intimated that, following recommen- 
dations of the Association, the Minister for 
Justice had made a continuing order pro- 
hibiting the export of partridge, pheasant and 
grouse for a further year until April, 1957. 
and fixing the open season for pheasants from 
October 15 yntil January 31, and for partridge 
from October 15 until November 15.

The police refuse to give the men’s 
names, put say that they probably took 
nothing, as they searched a desk which 
did not belong to Trotsky. ) 

According to the police, the un- 
authorised visitors were members of the 
“ National Union” Party, a political or- 
ganisation with Fascist tendencies.

African railway police official on trial here 
in connection with the theft in 1934 of a 
box of gold bullion, and Samuel Moses 
Fine, a merchant, of Parkstown, Joharines- 
burg, who also is accused, gave evidence 
in their defente when the trial was 
resumed here to-day. | 

The stolen bullion formed part of a con- 
signment of gold which was on its way 
from Rhodesia to London. One of the 
boxes was seized en route, emptied. of 
£5,000 worth of geid and refilied with 
concrete, nails, and part of a boot. The 
boot was subsequently traced to a railway 
checker, Abraham Beyer, who was tried 
and convicted of the theft, and is now 
serving a three years’ prison sentence. 

Major Fourie and Fine are charged with 
being accessories after the fact. The 
prosecution alleges that they met Beyer 
when he was out on bail and discussed 
arrangements to recover the hidden gold 
and share it between them. 

Major Fourie to-day agreed that he had 
accompanied Beyer to a showground near 
Johannesburg to dig for the stolen gold, 
but said his intention was to recover it for 
the railway administration and as evidence 
against Beyer. He did not mention. the 
episode to other police officials or make a 
report about it, because he was ashame: 
at having been hoaxed by Beyer.

DIFFICULTIES TO BE - 
OVERCOME 


The increasing preoccupation of certain 
circies in Japan with the possibility of an 
Anglo-Japanese rapprochement is noted 
with considerable sympathy in responsible 
quarters in London, says Reuter.
